Its  a little  tiresome  to  find  the  offi- 
cial reports  of  our  Philatelic  Socie- 
ties occupying  space  in  tsvo  or  more 
of  our  publications.

Collectors  Ledger ;Figaro  ;'fhe  Amer- 
ican Stamp, and  The  Flour  City  Phi- 
latelist. 

Others  of  lesser  note  have  succumb- 
ed to  the  elements,  and  some  have 
died  a-borning.  Among  the  ’89ers, 
The  Iloosier  and  Rhode  Island  Phi- 
latelists, give  best  evidence  of  weath- 
ering the  gale. 

On  the  whole,  late  ventures  in  the 
philatelic  journali.stic  seas  have  not 
met  with  flattering  success;  which 
leads  us  to  remark,  that  the  collector 
is  demanding  something  besides  tlie 
editor  Or  publishers  promises  that  tluy 
will  fill  their  contract,  be  fore  they 
subscribe. 

Personally,  we  can  name  a good 
round  half  dozen  papers  we  have  sub- 
scribed for  in  the  past  eight  month.s 
all  of  which  are  some  time  since  with 
the  angels.  It  is  needless  to  say,  that 
this  sort  of  thing  wearies  us. 

There  are,  of  course,others  that  have 
stood  the  storms,  and  the  collector 
taking  passage  may  be  reasonably 
sure  '^f  a full  trip,  and  not  cast  off  on 
some  unfriendly  shore,  ere  the  voy- 
age has  hardly  begun. 

The  Catalogue  tor  Advanced  Col- 
lectors as  begun  by  Henry  Collin 
and  Henry  L.  Calman,  in  the  Sep- 
tember Ttumber  of  the  American

NUrrjisriqatics. 

The  Science  of  C'oins  and  Med- 
als is  as  old  as  antiquity  itself.  There 
is})robably  no  other  branch  of  collect- 
ing- so  ancient  and  honorable,  or  that 
has  received  the  attention  of  the  stu- 
dent of  all  ages,  as  that  of  ( o;n  ( ol- 
lecting. 

When  the  first  collection  v,  as 
made  can  never  be  knoAvn  but  thattlic 
aTicients  indulged  in  this  (a  liphtful 
study  and  pastime,  there  is  no  doul>l ; 
but  it  was  during  the  middie  ages, 
wiien  the  mists  of  darkness  that  had 
hung  over  the  world  for  so  long  a per- 
iod, began  to  give  way  before  the 
lights  of  advancing  civilization  in 
long  darkened  Europe;  that  the  col- 
lecting and  treasuring  of  these  ‘Mypes 
of  active  and  e.vtinct  civilization” 
was  vigorously  prosecuted,  cqiening 
up  as  they  did  to  the  student  of  his- 
lory  the  true  le^-ords  of  tlie  past, 
•‘more  historic  t..^.n  written  history.” 
.‘‘’iiice  that  time  tins  study  has  been 
icarricfi  on  so  assidiumsly  that  whole 
'•j-aps  iiirii  ' hiscoriosof  vireece.  Koine 
an<i  ( otemporary  nations,  have  been 
tilled  in  wdii  authentic  history;  and 
oven  HI  tiiese  later  days,  within  the 
'half  century,  we  have  learned  of  new 
,and  uukiKo.vn  nations,  jiowirfnl  in 
dheir  day.  aii  by  the  lindirg  and  stud- 


y  of  their  eoins. 

If  we  eould  but  imagine  a pesti- 
lenee  of  disease  war  or  famine,  that 
would  in  a short  spaee  of  time  blot 
out  a large  ])ortion  of  the  people  oh 
our  planet,  and  those  remaining  lapse 
into  a semi-civilized  state  to  remain 
for  centuries,  we  might  have  some  i- 
dea  of  tlie  state  of  things  during  the 
Middle  Ages. 

I’lirtlicr;  later  let  us  imagine,  the 
lights  of  civilization  gradually  dawn 
upon  the  world.  Le.irning  is  revived, 
with  all  its  attending  benefits  in  train. 

'I'lu'  coins  found  evciy  where  so  a- 
bundantly,  whoso  value  unrecognized 
before,  save  as  means  of  (>rnamenta- 
tion,  begin  to  tell  str.-  nge  stories  of 
ages  pest  to  the  entlm.si;;.stie  student. 

They  tell  him  of  ihe  United  Stati  ,s, 
a people  numerous  and  intelligent, 
judging  fr<  in  thtir  many  cfiius  and 
works  of  art  left  behind;  a i-ountrv  o- 
ver  a century  v)id  from  its  series  of 
dates;  they  tell  him  also,  of  numer- 
ous acmi-indejieudent  colonics  that 
once  were  tributary  to  olh<  r nations 
beyond  the  sea,  of  Groat  ]?ritain. 
France,  Spain  Ac.  &c. 

The  autlicntic  liistory  revealed  b} 
thes  eoins  is  cunqcired  with  llu*  log- 
mdary  liistc'i-y  and  linally  ibe  wlioli 
i'alu’ic  is  wow  i)  and  built  up  toniakt 
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the  whole  structure  eTund  and  true.
